did not tell him that Truman 
was involved. 

Another questioner asked 
whether Truman would have 
knowingly appointed a spy. 
Eisenhower replied with a firm 
and emphatic “no” and added 
that a man in that position 
would not knowingly do any- 
thing to hurt the country. 

The Post-Dispatch asked a 
sefies of questions, beginning 
with whether Eiseghower had 
known in advance about the 


Brownell speech and had ap- 
proved it. He said he had an-| 


swered that. 


The next question was: “Was | 


he consulted while plans ‘were 
being made to bring out the 
White story?” 

He replied in the negative, 
and repeated that the Attorney 
General had reported that he 
had certain information he 
thought it his duty to make pub- 
lic. He said he had told Brownell 
to follow his conscience and de- 
cide his duty. 

' Didn't Know of Subpena. 

The following question was: 
“Did he know in advance of the 
plan to subpena Truman?” 

He replied that he did not. 

“Did he think Supreme Court 
Justices should be subpenaed by 
congress?” - 

He replied that he wWasnot a 
constitutional lawyer but’ that 
since the reporter was asking his 
personal conviction his answer 


was he probably would not have | 


done it—there are other means 
by which it could be done.” 
“Did he think an FBI report 
was justified in calling White a 
spy when a grand jury refused 


to believe it on the basis of FBI 


evidence?” 

He said he knew nothing 
about this, that the reporter 
would have to go to the record 
and the facts. 

The President had indicated 
his dislike of these questions 
and flared up when he was 
asked: 

“Did he think that the Ad- 
ministration’s action in virtually 
putting a label of ‘traitor’ on 
a former President is likely to 
damage our foreign relations?” 

Sharply, the President re- 
sponded he would not answer 
that. He said he rejected the 
premise and that was his answer. 

Effect on Russians. 

The final Post-Dispatch ques- 
tion was: 

“What effect did he think this 
action by Administration 
would have on the Russians— 
g or bad?” 

n this quéstion Eisenhower 
speke at length and on a famil- 
jag theme. He pointed out that 
the great struggle of our time is 
idpological and involves the is- 
sues of freedom and virtual 


@ ee 
e said that the attack on our 
freedom was on many fronts, 
subversion, bribery and boring 
m within, and that the price 
of liberty is eternal vigilance. 
thoroughly agreed with those 
who say that we must be very 
careful not to destroy what we 
ate attempting to defend. At 
the same time,.he continued, 
fight Communism but 


American way and not accuse 
anyone unjustly. He further 
noted that we had offered in 
1946 to give our atomic secrets 
to the whole world if means of 
controls could be found and that 
this offer had been rejected and 
our secrets stolen. The true 
path, he said, is to oppose 
(Communist) doctrines and ide- 
ologies and not destroy our own 
freedom. 


Against Releasing Files. 


A New York Post reporter ob- 

served that Brownell had “im- 
pugned the loyalty of a former 
President” and asked whether, 
'under such circumstances, the 
FBI did not have a “moral obli- 
gation” to make public fts files 
/on which it based its charge. 
_ Etsenhower quickly answered 
no, there was too much material 
in those files to allow them to 
be made public in their entirety. 
He said that he had given or- 
ders that the original FBI files 
were not to be shown to him un- 
less it was necessary for him te 
see them. 

Eisenhower said the reporters 
made a premise he did not ac- 
jcept — that Brownell had im- 
| pugned the loyalty of a Presi- 
ident. He added that Brownell 
certainly never told him that he 
had said the President ever saw 
the papers. All Brownell told 
him, he said, was that the pa- 
pers had gone to the White 
House. Eisenhower thought the 
reporter had made a mistake. 

Roscoe Drummond of the New 
York Herald Tribune syndicate 
asked whether written evidence 
| should not accompany an accusa- 
,tion, so that the public could 
‘assess it 
The President said he believed 
that the essentials of evidence 
should be made public. It was 
‘reckless, one might say un- 
American, he added to make 
charges and not give the evi- 
dence. 

Some Papers Can Be Shown. 

He said that in this case there 
were certain particular papers 
that could be shown but that 
the essentials of the evidence 
must be, as far as he knew, 
available and he knew of no 
disposition to conceal them. 

“The evidence has not come 
out as yet, Mr. President,” 
Drummond pointed out. 

May Craig of the New Eng- 
land papers recalled she had 
been around Washington for 25 
years and was now befuddled 
by failure to get the truth about 
the White case. 

“Isn't the basic question here,” 
she asked, “whether the charge 
made by Brownell is true?” 

Eisenhower replied that what 
we want is the truth and as far 
as he knew Brownell had no in- 
tention of concealing anything 
except the particular form of a 
document. 

By this time several reporters 
were on their feet to let the 
President know that they had 
tried to get additional informa- 
tion from B ell and had been 
rebuffed. ne reporter noted 
that Brownell had made his ac- 
cusation against the Truman Ad- 
ministration at a luncheon in- 
stead of an official body like a 
grand jury.

Squalid Case, Reporter Says. 

Anthony Leviero of the New 
York Times said that the White 
case, at best, was a pretty 
squalid one.

“If a grand jury, under our 
system, has in effect cleared a 
man or at least has decided it 
has insufficient evidence to con- 
vict or prosecute him, then is it 
proper for the Attorney General 
to characterize that accused 
man, who is now dead, as a spy 
and, in effect, accuse a former 
President of harboring. that 
man? That was quite plain in 
the statement of the Attorney 
General.” 

Eisenhower replied that he 
was neither a judge nor an ac- 
complished lawyer but had his 
own ideas of right and wrong.

The new Government-con- 
trolled corporation will Have a 
green light to develop atomic 
power as a major factor in 
Britain’s economy. It also will 
produce “nuclear components 
for atomic Weapons.” 

The White Paper said the cost 
will be very heavy but added 
“exploitation of nuclear energy 
might come to be regarded as 
the most important step taken 
by man in the mastery of nature 
since the discovery of fire.” 

The new corporation will take 
over, Britain’s atomic program 
developed so far under the Min- 
istry of Supply. A preliminary 
transfer of authority will take 
place Jan. 1 and the Government 
later will submit a bill to Parlia- 
ment for creation of the atomic 
corporation. 

Churchill proposed Sir Edwin 
Plowden, a top-flight Govern- 
ment industrial planner, for the 
first chairman of the corporation. 

His appointment would be 
subject to Parliament's approval 
of the bill setting up the cor- 
poration. 

In the meantime, Plowden will 
assist the Lord President of 
the Council, Lord Salisbury, in 
handling the transfer of Brit- 
ain’s atomic program from the 
Ministry of Supply to the cor- 
poration. 

Lord Salisbury will take tem- 
porary charge of atomic affairs 
from next Jan. 1 until the new 
corporation takes over.

Eisenhowers Shake Hands With Envoys, 
Many Resplendent in Gold Braid, 
Swords, Jewels. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11 (AP) 
—The first daneing in the White 
House since 1947 wound up an 
evening of pomp and pageantry 
unlike anything seen here since 
before World War II at Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Eisenhower's re- 
ception last night for the diplo- 
matic corps. 

The invitations called for 
white tie and tails but most of 
the ambassadors, ministers and 
consulate representatives turned 
up in full-dress diplomatic uni- 
form, resplendent with gold 
braid, swords and jeweled deco- 
rations. 

Diamonds and rubies gleamed 
from the noses of some women 
from the Orient. One European 
gentleman wore patent leather 
knee boots with shining silver 
spurs. 

Eisenhowers’ Entrance. 

At 9:05, President and Mrs. 
Eisenhower made a grand en- 
trance by the central white 
marble staircase which opens 
into the main lobby from the 
second floor. 

The President was in formal 
evening dress and Mrs. Eisen- 
hower wore pink silk, aglitter 
with rhinestones with matching 
pink gloves. 

They were preceded down the 
stair by a color guard and uni- 
formed White House aids. They 
were followed by the President's 
military aids and members of 
the Cabinet. The Eisenhowers 
greeted their 1419 guests in the 
Blue Room. The line of guests 
stretched from the East Room 
down the stairs to the ground 
floor and out to the driveway.

The department, under Demo- 
cratic Secretary Oscar’ Chap- 
man, contended the projects 
should be built by the Federal 
Government as part of the Cen- 
tral Valley Reclamation Project. 

In dismissing the action, the 
San Francisco court did not say 
on whose uest it did so. Top 
officials, in op thes Depart- 
ment, now under Republican 
control, today made public their 
reasons for reversing direction. 


Department Statement. 


A department statement said: 
“As a matter of policy, th 
department is not in sympathy 
with the position previously 
taken of the Federal Govern- 
ment opposing construction by 
state or other public agencies 
or by private individuals of 
projects of this nature in those 
cases in which the Federal Pow- 
er Commission has determined 
that the development by other 
agencies or private individuals 
take into proper regard the full 
development of the resources 
.. - and is compatible with the 

public interest.” 

The case involved FPC ap- 
proval in 1949 and again in late 
1951 of licenses to the Fresno 
(Calif.) irrigation district and 
to the Pacific Gas & Electric 
Co. to build a $73,000,000 dam 
and power plants on the King’s 
river.

Far Too High a Price 


After being unseated in two congressional 
races conducted in Wisconsin and New Jersey 
on current issues, the Republican party has now 
retained a seat in California following a political 
act utterly without precedent in the history of 
the United States. The price of the victory is 
far too high for an Administration headed by 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

Granted that the G.O.P. high command was 
faced with a serious problem after the amazing 
Wisconsin and New Jersey losses of seats in the 
House which meets next January. Granted that 
a third straight defeat would have spread the 
gloom deep among the Republican politicians. 
Granted that another overturn would have left 
the Administration with only a one-vote margin 
in the House. 

Grant all this and still the Eisenhower crusade 
has paid too high a price for one seat among 
435—a seat won in a Los Angeles area that has 
been regularly Republican for many years. Here 
is the price that has been paid: 


1, For the first time in history a President of 
the United States has joined in an assault on 
the character and integrity of a previous oc- 
cupant of the same exalted office. This is so 
notwithstanding President Eisenhower's backing 
away from the bitter attack of Attorney General 
Brownell on former President Truman. Mr. 
Eisenhower gave the Brownell “Russian spy” 
speech his blessing in advance. He cannot now 
escape his responsibility for it by polite talk. 


2. By uncorking the Brownell-White-Truman 
“spy” sensation four days before the California 
election, the White House has accepted Mc- 
Carthyism as a way of waging political warfare.

3. Whether the new controversy over the 
dead Harry Dexter White had any effect on the 
result in Los Angeles (the newspapers there 
played it for all it was worth and the victor 
made use of it), the G.O.P. politicians will now 
regard it as an indicator of the surest, most 
certain way to win. They will tell themselves 
that they could easily have won the close con- 
tests in Wisconsin and New Jersey with the same 
tactic. 


4. If this blanketing of the news just be- 
fore the California election is the start of a 
pattern, then the country can expect other 
scares to be unloosed to cover up the Adminis- 
tration’s future troubles over the budget deficit, 
defense costs, tax cuts, farm price supports, for- 
eign trade, social security and the many other 
tough issues that lie ahead. 


5. The Eisenhower Administration is willing 
to ignore the historic record of the Truman Ad- 
ministration in its opposition to Communist ag- 
gression. This exploits politically a case on which 
the FBI worked long and hard and could not 
produce enough evidence for dn indictment by a 
grand jury. In order to throw the White case 
into the headlines just at the time of an election 
for one seat in Congress, the White House ignores 
Greek-Turkish aid, the Marshall Plan, Point IV, 
the stand at the thirty-eighth parallel, the 
Korean war—ignores all this as if the Truman 
Administration had not halted the march of the 
Communists.

6. Attorney General Brownell has revealed 
himself as an official who is willing to make a 
charge of the gravest sort (that Mr. Truman 
knowingly promoted a Russian spy), who then 
says he is going to document his charge, and 
who finally issues his “documentation” without 
the proof. Thus Mr. Brownell presents himself, 
not as the impartial head of the Department of 
Justice, bent on serving all the people, but as a 
politician of the crassest sort, doing a hatchet 
job that should be beneath the lowest precinct 
eaptain. 


7. If this is just the beginning of a series 
of disclosures of this sort about the Truman 
Administration, as Mr. Brownell says it is, then 
there is no time to lose in getting them before 
the public. These disclosures cannot wait until 
next year, when the White House is in a snarl 
with Republican leaders in Congress. They 
cannot wait until the midterm campaign is on. 
These revelations should be produced now— 
this week, next week, the week after next— 
through November and December. The Eisen- 
hower Attorney General, who could find nothing 
of consequence in the Senate subcommittee’s 
documented case against McCarthy, has now put 
himself on the spot. 


8. In doing all this, the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration, however much the President may now 
try to backtrack after great damage is done, 
has risked the loss of vital Democratic support 
in Congress without which it cannot possibly 
enact a program next year. For the sake of one 
scare campaign, with all the appearance of the 
most careful timing possible, the White House 
has inyited the opposition of Democratic mem 
bers of Congress who supported the President 
repeatedly in the last session when the G.O.P. 
Old Guard let him down.

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To Give a Charter Life 


The freeholders have completed their work. 
They have filed the charter of the proposed 
Metropolitan Sewer District with the appro- 
priate authorities in St. Louis and St. Louis 
county, But whether it will become a living 
document, a blueprint for joint, co-operative 
effort toward solution of the area’s vexing sewer 
problems, depends upon the people. They must 
approve it at separate elections in city and 
county next Feb. 9. 

Human nature being what it is, few citizens 
are likely to get excited about the charter un- 
less they are fully informed as to what it is 
and what it can lead to. That means a good deal 
of educational work will have to be accom- 
plished between now and the special election. 
It also means that an organization must be 
created to spark the campaign. 


Mayor Tucker and Supervisor Matthews might 
well join hands in this venture, as they have in 
other important areas of local government. Per- 
haps they could appoint a citizens’ committee. 
In any event, they ought to throw their full 
support behind whatever group conducts the 
campaign. As Mayor Tucker knows from his 
personal experience with the proposed City 
Charter, a small, vocal and selfish opposition can 


deceive the people and destroy a year’s honest 
and conscientious labor. 

Both political parties in city and county also 
ought to do their best to get out a large, favor- 
able vote. This is a service which they are 
uniquely equipped to perform since they are 
organized right down to the precinct level. That 
is where the decision will be made. 

The sewer election is too important to the 
future of the metropolitan area to be approached 
with indifference. Rather, let zest, determination 
and hard work spark a successful campaign.

New Date, New Setting for Bermuda 

Smoother co-operation of the major Western 
powers seems assured by the decision of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, Prime Minister Churchill, 
Premier Laniel and their foreign ministers to 
meet in Bermuda early next month. 

These discussions have been twice postponed, 
once because of the French cabinet crisis and 
then by Churchill's illness, and the delay has 
changed their background. When first proposed, 
they were expected to center in large measure 
around the Russian “peace offensive.” Now they 
will have to deal with the Kremlin’s change- 
over policy of stubbornness much like that fol- 
lowed before Stalin’s death. 

There is some difference between Wash- 
ington and London reporters as to the degree 
to which the British Prime Minister has weak- 
ened in his proposal for direct talk with Malen- 
kov—even if he were to be the only Western 
statesman at such a meeting. But there is no 
escaping the hard fact that even the most 
hopeful have been disappointed. by Russia’s 
rejection of a Big Four meeting at Lugano. 

The Russians have set terms—in effect the 
dissolution of NATO and the abandonment of 
the European Army plan—which are even less 
acceptable than the demand for a seat for Red 
China in the United Nations. By some stroke of 
genius the Bermuda meeting may find a for- 
mula for breaking this deadlock. The chances, 
however, are that most of the time will be 
devoted to such problems as German rearma- 
ment, Korea and the Indochinese war—matters 
about which the West really can do something. 

The effectiveness of any line of action, of 
course, 
Western co-operation, The basis for this has 
never been disturbed, but it must be confessed 
that surface disagreements have developed — 
for example, French reluctance to ratify Ger- 
man rearmament. If these are eliminated, if a 
renewed meeting of minds can be achieved, 
then Bermuda will be well worth while. 
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Unproductive Unit 

There is an unpleasant but unavoidable echo 
of the Third Reich in the news from China. As 
Hitler took steps years ago to dispose of the 
mentally and physically ill, so Mao Tse-tung’s 
Peiping Government is doing now. 

Reuter’s reports from Hong Kong that in- 
valids, old people and children—all classified by 
the Communists under one simple heading as 
“unproductive units”’—are being tricked into 
deportation. Their passports bear exit stamps 
that seem to include re-entry permits—but one 
Chinese character on the stamps is enclosed 
with a square. Once across the border, holders 
of the tricky passports are barred for good. 

This is about as ugly a piece of business as 
possible, gone at in about as ugly a way as 
possible. It is a far and hideous cry from 
that idealistic profession, “To each according to 
his needs, from each according to his abilities.” 
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As to the Consumer’s Dollar 

Being jointly concerned by the growing 
spread between farm prices and food prices, 
consumers and farmers alike should welcome 
the House Agriculture Committee’s announce- 
ment that it will investigate the spread. 

But before too many hats are thrown into 
the air, the same consumers and farmers might 
be wise to recollect what happened in Congress 
last spring. 

Congress last spring had before it two meas- 
ures to provide for a full-scale investigation of 
who gets what from the consumer's dollar. 


Senator Gillette, Iowa Democrat, had pro- 
posed that a special congressional committee be 
set up for such a study. His resolution was bur- 
ied by the G.O.P. Senate leadership. 

Before leaving office, President Truman issued 
an executive order instructing the Federal Trade 
Commission to undertake such a study. When 
FTC appropriations came wetore the House, 
the G.O.P. leadership inserted a clause specifi- 
cally banning the use of any funds for the 
“consumer dollar” inquiry. In the Senate, a 
move by Senator Langer, North Dakota Repub- 
lican, to strike out this ban was opposed by 
the G.O.P. leadership, and failed by a vote of 
45 to 29. 

Senator Douglas (Dem.) of Illinois declared 
that “powerful interests” representing millers, 
food processors and other middlemen had suc- 
ceeded in getting the FTC study killed. 

With farm prices going down while the profits 
of many food processors are going up, an in- 
quiry into distribution costs would be useful. 
If the House Agriculture Committee can con- 
tribute anything to that cause, well and good. 
But if the Republicans want a full-scale investi- 
gation, all they have to do is to revive either 
one of the proposed inquiries which they killed. 
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Louise De Koven Bowen 

Leuise De Koven Bowen, who has died at the 
age of 94, did nearly all of her work for under- 
privileged boys and girls in, and around Chi- 
cago, but the benefits that flowed from her 
long and generous life reached all over Ameri- 
ca. She first went to Hull House to meet Jane 
Addams in 1894. She became a director of that 
pioneer social settlement on bustling Halsted 
street and for almost 60 years was a director, 
treasurer or some other leading spirit in its 
ministrations to the emigrant families who came 
from the unpainted shacks that stretched away 
in every direction. 

After the death of her husband, John T. 
Bowen, a banker, more than 40 years ago, this 
frail woman took up the needs of city youth 
who were kicked about the cold and unfriendly 
pavements. She demanded a boys’ court with 
safeguards against blighting the lives of first 
and minor offenders. She fought for anti-sweat- 
shop legislation; for the use of policewomen; 
for the first juvenile detention home in the 
Middle West. She founded the Juvenile Pro- 
tective Association and through it exposed the 
menace to youth of vicious dance halls. 

The late Gov. Lowden named her as the only 
woman among 14 men on the Illinois State 
Board of Defense in World War I. Following 
her battles for woman suffrage, she became the 
first Chic@go woman to serve on the Republi- 
can National Committee. The regime in Wash- 
ington would do well to recruit a few Louise 
Bowens, It could do with them.

Big Government vs. Big Business 


1. To reduce the size and cost of gov- 
ernment. Big government is, per se, 
anathema to the business man. Big 
government means costlier government, 
imposes’ expensive and troublesome ob- 
ligations, means meddlesome govern- 
ment, with regulatory laws and bureaus 


. that interfere with normal practices. 


The new Administration is pursuing 
this goal with more determination than 
success so far. It has lopped about ten 
billion dollars from the last annual 
budget and has reduced civilian employ- 
ment in the bureaus by about 75,000. 

But the national budget still stands at 
around 63 billion dollars, the national 
debt is pushing the statutory ceiling of 
275 billion dollars, tax reductions re- 
main only a promise and federal em- 
ployment is still well above the 2,000,- 
000 level. 


2. To narrow the functions of gov- 
ernment. In addition to reducing the 
sheer size and cost of government, the 
business men would iike to curb its 
excursion into fields they think are 
alien to it. 

They have abolished all direct con- 
trols over the economy and tried to do 
away with federal low-cost housing. 
Ezra Taft Benson, the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture, launched his Cabinet career 
by trying, without success, to persuade 
American farmers that price support 
programs should be regarded only as 
“disaster insurance” and that they were 
no substitute for rugged individualism. 


Role of Hoover Commission 


What may turn out to be the most 
drastic reform of the Business Admin- 
istration is a device for getting the Fed- 
eral Government out from under its co- 
operative responsibilities with the 
states. The device is a new Hoover 
Commission, with former President 
Herbert Hoover again at the helm, to 
study not only the operations of gov- 
ernment but its functions as well. 

The obvious intent of this study is 
to evolve a rationale and a means for 
eliminating a number of welfare and 
public service undertakings altogether, 
or at the least for withdrawing federal 
assistance from them. 


3. To end government competition 
with private enterprise. President Eis- 
enhower recently referred to TVA as 
the kind of “creeping socialism” -he 
hoped to avoid in his Administration. 

The new Administration has come out 
foursquare for this business concept of 
the development of natural resources. 
The key decision ,was announced in 
May by Secretary McKay when, in ef- 
fect, he turned over to the Idaho Power 


Co., a private utility owned in Boston, 
the privilege of developing the great 
Hell’s Canyon site on the Snake river 
that runs between Idaho and Oregon. 


Similarly, the Republican Congress 
agreed to the Administration’s request 
to cut expansion funds for both the 
Southwest and the Southeastern Power 
Administrations —a move which may 
threaten the existence of several rural 
electrification co-operatives. 

In spite of all the high-flown oratory 
about sacred states’ rights, the contro- 
versy over the off-shore oil lands actu- 
ally boiled down to a contest between 
the concept of public versus private 
ownership of undeveloped resources. 


“Liberating” Public Domain 


But hardly had the smoke of this bat- 
tle cleared away before powerful in- 
dustrial interests in the West got to 
work to “liberate” the forest, grazing 
lands. and mineral wealth now lying 
within the public domain. 


It would certainly be presumptuous 
to say that business men can’t run a 
government. But it is true, even if it 
is trite, to say they can't run a govern- 
ment as they run a corporation. 


Government is not businéss; many of 
its concepts are diametrical opposites 
of those of the board room and the 
market place. And that is where the 
business men are having their greatest 
difficulty in this transition, and where 
they will continue to have it until the 
lessons of necessity have been learned. 

One of the strongest notions in the 
business world is that a man is paid 
what he is worth. When the business 
men came to Washington, some of them 
had a pretty definite conviction that 
the $10,000 and $12,000 career people 
they found in their departments couldn’t 
be much good because otherwise they 
would have got out iong ago to make 
more money elsewhere. 


‘Art of the Possible’ 


In their headlong rush to supplant 
the “Truman-Acheson crowd” with men 
of their own faith and kidney, the busi- 
ness men have worked to their own 
disadvantage. They have lost some un- 
usually experienced people whose coun- 
terparts it will be virtually impossible 
to recruit from the business world. 


And they are replacing them, in large 
measure, with lawyers and business 
executives “on loan” who have no in- 
tention of making government a career. 


Finally, the business men are finding 
that public relations in business and in 
government do not mear the same 
thing. The press, the Congress and the 
public are demanding and sometimes 
unreasonable, yet they must all be ap- 
peased. The business men, by and 
large, were slow to recognize this. 


The business men know pretty well 
what they want to do about govern- 
ment. They want to cut it down to size, 
they want to stamp out the “creeping 
socialism,” and they want actually to 
hear those fetters which have been 
shackling free enterprise clattering on 
the Capitol’s marble floors. 

But the job is not so simple as they 
had supposed. Their thinking about it 
has been confused by imbibing too 
freely of their own propaganda. What 
they have yet to learn is that politics is 
not the science of the market place but 
the art of the possible.

Between Book Ends 


Chencelicr Snow of KU. 


SNOW OF KANSAS: THE LIFE OF FRANCIS 
HUNTINGTON SNOW, by Clyde Kenneth Hyder. 
(University of Kansas Press, 296 pgs., $5.) 
Anyone who has attended the Uni- 

versity of Kansas at Lawrence will ex- 

perience a feeling of nostalgia on read- 
ing this book. Few K. U. alumni who 
are alive and active today actually knew 

Chancellor Snow, but everyone who 

was ever a student “on the hill” is fa- 

miliar with the monuments to his serv- 
ice: Snow Hall, Dyche Museum of 

Natural History, and the Spooner- 

Thayer Museum of Art. 


Those who climbed Mount Oread one 
or two decades ago will find living 
again.in these pages some of their re- 
vered old professors, such as Marvin, 
Cady, Hodder and O’Leary. Everyone 
will be interested in the student-day 
quirks and antics of some of Snow’s 
students who later became famous, such 
as Gen. Frederick Funston, Senator 
Borah, William Allen White, and Gov. 
Herbert S. Hadley (who also became 
Chancellor of Washington University), 

The career of Francis Huntington 
Snow is an absorbing human interest 
story in itself. As a boy in Fitchburg, 
Mass., Snow followed the Kansas terri- 
torial conflict from afar, his interest 
whetted by the activities of his fellow- 
townsman, Dr. Charles Robinson, the 
leader of the Kansas Free State move 
ment. Snow went through Williams 
College during the Civil War years. 

After trying a year as a village school 
teacher and having a brief fling in the 
Christian Commission during the clos- 
ing days of the Civil War, he decided 
to study for the ministry. But just 
when he was about to be graduated 
from Andover Seminary, Gov. Robin- 
son secured for him an appointment 
as a professor in the University of Kan- 
sas, which was about to open. 


Starting with only a classical college 
education, Snow developed into one 
of the .most outstanding biologists of 
his time. Besides gaining international 
academic recognition, he rendered great 
service in developing the agriculture of 
Kansas and of the nation. 

In 1890 he was chosen Chancellor of 
the university, and it was under his ad- 
ministration that K.U. expanded from 
a mere liberal arts college into a wni- 
versity in the fullest sense of the word. 

In fact, the life story of Snow is the 
story of the University of Kansas from 
its earliest infancy to its days as a 
really great institution of learning. 
Prof. Hyder, editor of the University 
of Kansas Press, has told the story well 
with all the little incidents and side 
lights that make the difference be- 
tween a drab narrative and an absorb- 
ing story. 

The illustrations are plentiful and 
well selected. Anyone will find the 
book highly interesting. For the old 
K. U. grad, it is almost a “must.”

But Mrs. Smith went on to 
wonder, with a slight note of 
acerbity, what had happened to 
a bill she had introduced early 
in January calling for the out- 
lawing of the Communist party. 
That measure had been intro- 
duced by the Senator from 
Maine after long and careful 
consideration of the objections 
frequently raised against out- 
lawing the party. 


Conspiracy, Not Party. 


It has been objected that this 
would drive the party under- 
ground. But as the mountain 
of evidence piled up in recent 
years shows, it is already largely 
an underground apparatus. The 
legal and visible party has with- 
ered away so that. it is a mere 
shadow of what it once was. 

The constitutional question is 
also raised in that to outlaw a 
political party would violate a 
fundamenta] American freedom. 
Senator Smith concluded that 
this objection would not hold 
inasmuch as the party has been 
shown to be not a political party 
in the American sense but a 
conspiracy directed from Mos- 
cow. 

What seemed to the sensible 
lady from Maine so paradoxical 
was that a Communist or a 
former Communist cannot serve 
as a clerk in Government under 
loyalty-security regulations. But 
a Communist can run for Presi- 
dent of the United States. 


Sent to Justice Department. 


In any event she hoped that 
her bill would result in public 
hearings which would air the 
whole question of Communism 
above ground and under ground. 

Senator Smith’s bill, along 
with more than 30 other meas- 
ures dealing with Communism, 
was referred to the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee and im the 
normal procedure the committee 
sent them to the Department of 
Justice for consideration and 
recommendation. In the same 
way bills on agriculture go to 
the Department of Agriculture 
and so on. , 

But since the Department of 
Justice did not respond during 


in July, no action was taken on 
any of the measures dealing 
with Communism. On Oct. 12, 
Senator Smith's office wrote to 
ask the Department “why noth- 
ing had been forthcoming. Ten 
days later the reply came that 
the staff was working hard on 
the bills. 

Outlawing the party may not 
be the answer. The objections 
raised by law enforcement agen- 
cies should be duly considered. 
But there are areas in which 
further steps must obviously be 
taken. 


Jenner Report on Unions. 


One such area is shown up 
in the latest report of the Sen- 
ate Internal Security subcom- 
mittee. This committee, of 
which Senator William Jenner 
of Indiana is chairman, has un- 
der the direction of Chief Coun- 
sel Robert Morris done the most 
thorough and careful documen- 
tation of many phases of the 
Communist conspiracy both in 
and out of Government. The 
report just released deals with 
Communist - dominated unions 
and the threat they offer to se- 
curity. 

Last spring the National 
Labor Relations Board again 
certified the American Commun- 
ication Association as the bar- 
gaining agent for Western Union 
in the New York area. 

The acting chairman of the 
board, Ivar H. Peterson, in a 
letter to Jenner pointed out that 
under the law the board had no 
choice after a majority of the 
employes had voted for the ACA 
and suggested that further legis- 
lation was essential. 


Butler’s Take-Over Plan. 


Several unions dropped by the 
CIO for being Communist-domi- 
nated are still the duly elected 
bargaining agent in industries 
where secret defense work is 
going on. One such union is the 
United Electrical Workers. Stra- 
tegic telegraph lines from the 
Pentagon and the Navy Com- 
munications Center pass through 
— Union’s New York of- 
ice. 

This also raises a delicate and 
difficult problem. That is to 
eliminate the hold of Commu- 
nist-dominated unions in certain 
key spots without endangering 
free trade unions. 

Senator John M. Butler, Re- 
publican of Maryland, has a bill 
in Congress to permit the Sub- 
versive Activities Control Board 
to take jurisidiction over unions 
found to be subversive. Butler 
is chairman of a subcommittee 
holding hearings in Pittsburgh 
on this proposal. 

But the Butler bill is so 
crudely drawn as to jeopardize 
all unions, in the view of those 
who have studied it. Destroying 
the rats without burning down 
the house is more difficult than 
it seems. 


JEROME M. JOFFE DIES, 
LAWYER, EX-STATE SENATOR 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 11 
(UP)—Jerome M. Joffee, nation- 
ally known lawyer in the public 
utility field and city counselor 
for Kansas City, died at his 
home last night. He was 58 
years old. 

Joffee, a former Stafe Senator 
ani well known in legislative 
and political circles for many 
years, worked a full day at his 
office yesterday. He had been 
chairman of the committee on 
electric, gas and telephone rates 
of the National Institute of Mu- 
nicipal Law Officers. 

He is survived by his wife, a 
son, a daughter and a brother, 
Capt. Irvin Jaffee, Denver.

Frank L. Wright, a member 
of the St. Louis Board of Edu- 
cation and former chairman of 
Washington University’s depart- 
ment of education, died last 
night at his home, 5947 Water- 
man boulevard. 

Prof. Wright, 69 years old, had 
become ill yesterday and tele- 
phoned Superintendent of In- 
struction Philip J. Hickey that 
he could not attend last night’s 
Board of Eduction meeting. He 
died in his sleep, apparently of 
coronary thrombosis. 

A memorial service will be 
held at 4 p. m. Friday at Grace 
Methodist Church, 6199 Water- 
man, following cremation of the 
body in the morning. Prof. 
Wright was an active member 
of the church for many yearss 

Recalled to Job. 

Professor emeritus of educa- 
tion at Washington University, he 
retired in 1951 after 27 years as 
chairman of the department and 
was recalled to the post in Oc- 
tober 1952. His final retiremen 
was iast June. ‘ 

Prof. Wright was elected to 
the Board of Education in 1951. 
He was one of three candidates 
backed by the Citizens’ School 
Improvement Committee headed 
by William Charles. The other 
candidates were Charles H. 
Christel and Henry O. Whiteside. 

A’ proponent of unit control 
of school administration, he 
headed a special Board of Edu- 
eation committee investigating 
school patronage. Last April, he 
received support of citizens’ 
committee board members for 
the board’s presidency. 

Kansas Farm Boy. 

Born on a farm near Bronson, 
Kan., Prof. Wright took his A.B. 
degree at Kansas State Teachers’ 
College in 1910. He held mas- 
ter’s degrees from the University 
of Wisconsin and Harvard Uni- 
versity, where he received a doc- 
torate of education in 1925. 

After teaching at various in- 
stitutions in Kansas, Colorado, 
Texas and Wisconsin, Prof. 
Wright came to Washington Uni- 
versity in 1924 from Boston Uni- 
versity. He was a lively and out- 
spoken critic of schools, showing 
deep interest in the influence of 
the parent-child relationship on 
education. 

Prof. Wright served 16 years 
as a member of the Board of 
Education of the Webster Groves 
School District before moving to 
the Waterman boulevard address 
in 1947. He was active in church 
work, both locally and national- 
ly. He was president of Kappa 
Deki Pi, an educational hon- 
orary society.

Ansell Players Fail to 
Achieve Perfection of 
Previous Showing Here.

The Ansell players at the 
Empress Playhouse did not suc- 
ceed in putting on “Mister Rob- 
erts” last night with the per- 
fection that has been achieved 
in the three road companies 
that played it for six weeks at 
the American in years past, but 
they did exact almost all of the 
rough, boisterous and ribald hu- 
mor which hag made the com- 
edy just about the funniest on 
tht American stage in 20 years. 
There is no doubt about the 
hilarity of the Thomas Heggen- 
Joshua Logan play. The humor 
is there. Sometimes it is exag- 
gerated, often it is juvenile or 
vulgar, sometimes it approaches 
the slapstick; but it is always 
genuine, never forced, based on 
a hard core of reality in situa- 
tion and reality in character. 
The story of the officers and 
crew of a dirty Navy cargo ship 
plying the unheroic backwaters 
of the Pacific in World War II, 
with monotony, ennui and a tyr- 
ranical and petty captain their 
chief enemies, doesn’t draw a 
lot of water on the serious side 
in spite of its sentimental and 
reflective moments, but it is in- 
tensely human and sympathetic. 
Wayne Morris, the film actor 
who is visiting star, wasn’t the 
ideal Lt. Roberts, the quietly 
magnetic personality who held 
the loyalties of the ship’s crew 
together.

Jimmy Carter, a strange in-and- 
out champion, will defend his 
lightweight crown here tonight 
against Montreal's Armand 
Savoie in a 15-round bout that 
may set a new indoor Canadian 
gate record of $70,000. 

“I expect $70,000 and it may 
go higher than that,” Promoter 
Eddie Quinn said. “We had an 
advance of more than $36,000 
this morning.” A $70,000 gate 
would require about 12,000 fans. 

Carter remained a firm 13-5 
favorite to beat the rangy, black- 
haired French Canadian in their 
no-television, no-radio fight at 
the Montreal Forum. New York 
Jimmy was favored despite the 
fact Savoie had won a non-title 
decision over him nine months 
ago. 

“I expect to beat him again 
tonight,” Armand said before 
the weigh-in. “Particularly if he 
telegraphs his punches with cer- 
tain foot movements again. I’m 
in much better shape than I was 
last February.” 

That Old Return Clause. 

If 24-year-old Savoie achieves 
an upset in Montreal's first 
world title fight in 22 years, he 
will be the first Canadian boxer 
to wear the 135-pound crown.

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The loin is ideal for steaks, 
either sirloin or porterhouse, the 
rump is for roasts, and the 
round also will make good steaks 
unless it is from an ancient resi- 
denter at which “grandpap” shot 
when he was a boy. If it is a 
patriarch and you have a 
friendly butcher, have the round 
run through the cubing machine 
and use it for swiss steaks. The 
chuck is good for slow-cooking 
roasts but the shank, flank, neck, 
and spareribs can be best used 
for stews, soups, and ground 
meat. Venison is one of the 
choicest of wild meats and the 
objectionable qualities, if any, 
encountered in its use are al- 
most always the result of care- 
lessness before it reaches the 
cooking stage. 

Marinade Helps Meat. 

In Continental Europe it {fs 
not uncommon to marinate game 
for five or six days under re- 
frigeration before cooking it. It 
makes the meat tender and 
heightens the flavor. A good 
marinating sauce is as follows: 
one cup of cider vinegar, one 
cup sauterne wine, two cups wa- 
ter, one tablespoon salt, two 
onions sliced, two carrots sliced, 
two stalks celery sliced, a button 
of garlic finely chopped, one cup 
catsup, “three tablespoons wor- 
cestershire sauce, two tables- 
poons sugar, one-half cup salad 
oil, and a small muslin bag con- 
taining three or four sprigs of 
parsiey, a sprig of thyme, a 
small bay leaf, and two clove 
spices. 

Turn the meat in the mari- 
nade occasionally and baste with 
the sauce so that the flavor will 
permeate the whole roast. Re- 
move the muslin bag of spices, 
place the meat and the marinade 
in a 325-degree oven and baste 
often. Allow about 20 minutes 
to the pound. Venison should be 
rare and not cooked to the 
blackness of a coal miner’s boot. 
Pour the marinade over the 
roast and serve on heated plates. 

Broiled venison steaks are de- 
licious provided your deer is 
young amd tender. Cut steaks 
about one and ‘a half inches 
thick, brush well with olive or 
salad oil, and place in broiler. 
Turn every minute for several 
times. This sears the meat and 
prevents escape of the juices. 
Then turn occasionally until 
meat is well cooked on both 
sides. Ten or 15 minutes should 
be sufficient time for steak 
one and a half inches thick, as 
venison is always at its best 
when rare. 

An old English jelly-wine 
sauce that dates back to George 
III is then spread on the broiled 
steaks after they have been but- 
tered and salted. To make the 
sauce, first slowly melt one cup 


- of currant jelly in a saucepan, 


then add one cup of red wine. 
Mix well with a stirring spoon, 
and add one pinch of ginger, a 
pinch of clove, and one table- 
spoon of lemon juice. Thicken 
with flour and hot water worked 
into a smooth paste. Just before 
pouring over the steaks, add one 
tablespoon of cognaé brandy. 
Recipe for Rump Roast. 

Another interesting recipe for 
venison is to parboil a three- or 
four-pound rump roast in enough 
water to cover, adding one-half 
cup of cider vinegar. Cut in 
small pieces two each of car- 
rots, parsnips and onions, and 
add salt. Simmer for 30 minutes. 
Let it set in the refrigerator for 
three days, turning the meat 
every day. After the third day, 
put in a roaster with half of the 
stock and all of the vegetables. 
Strip with bacon and then roast 
it in an oven at 325 degrees. 
When the meat is done, put 
vegetables through a sieve and 
use for gravy, adding one-half 
pint of sour cream before serv- 
ing it. 

There are dozens of ways of 
preparing venison and most men 
who enjoy cooking will constant- 
ly improvise and experiment un- 
til they come up with a brand 
new recipe and often it will be 
out of the ordinary. It may be 
a tomato base, or a curry, or a 
flaming liquor entree. He may 
call it “civet de chevrevil” or 
plain old deer stew. But, what- 
ever it may be, the confirmed 
amateur chef can hardly wait 
for you to finish telling how you 
downed that big buck on the 
cold, frosty morning way up on 
top of Old Baldy so he can be- 
gin to lead you step by step 
through the pots and pans and 
tell you how delighted his guests 
were when he displayed his cu- 
linary ability on cooking his 

nison. 

Hunters and cooks should be 
kept in separate rooms for at 
least three months after the sea- 
son to prevent disrupted friend- 
ships and even carnage!

Gray Fox’s Football 

Tales With a Moral. 

ASHINGTON UNIVER- 
Wsrvs briskness under 

Carl Snavely is no acci- 
dent because the old Gray Fox 
is a brisk man whose devo- 
tion to detail and tireless 
teachings was reflected even 
before this successful season 
began 

Working last summer from 
movies of the Bears’ spring 
game, Snavely dictated no 
fewer than nine letters of. 
seven single-spaced pages, 
mimeographed copies of which 
were mailed to every member 
of the Hilltop varsity. 

Play by play, position by 
position, Snavely picked the 
players’ performance to pieces, 
not unkindly but with keen 
perception, praising here and 
impersonally criticizing there. 

A separate feature of every 
letter was entitled “How 
Games Are Won and Lost” as 
Snavely called on his lengthy 
experience to impart fodtball 
lessons — entertainingly — to 
his Bears. 

As a sample he discussed 
his brilliant 1939 Cornell 
team’s Princeton game, sec- 
ond on the Big Red’s schedule, 
noting that “according to the 
experts this was to be an easy 
victory for Princeton, but we 
had a distinct feeling our team 
was better than expected.” 

Snavely promptly intro- 
duced an unnamed Princeton 
sophomore center, backing the 
right side of the Tigers’ line. 
The Gray Fox described the 
young star as “‘good but reck- 
less” and wrote: 

“The game opened with 
Princeton winning the toss 
and choosing to receive, giving 
us the benefit of a fairly stiff 
breeze. We got off a good 
kick and covered it well and 
stopped Princeton on their 
first series of plays and they 
punted, We got the ball back 
to approximately the 45-yard 
line. Considering that we had 
a pretty good kickoff man and 
that we usually covered kicks 
pretty well, I believe Prince- 
ton made a mistake in choos- 
ing to receive, especially in 
view of the fact that this gave 
us the advantage of the wind. 
It permitted us to get the ball 
in an offensive position imme- 
diately.

éé HE ball was down near 

T the left sideline and 
our quarterback im- 
mediately called one of our 
standard and favorite plays in 
this situation,” Snavely went 
on. “We lined up in right for- 
mation putting the strong side 
of our formation toward the 
center of the field, running 
the reverse back toward the 
sideline on the left.” 

After discussing technical 
reasons, the coach wrote, “The 
ball was snapped, the Prince- 
ton linemen were fooled 
enough so that they were 
blocked effectively, but the 
sophomore center saw the play 
developing and _ shot 


ost 
would feel that he was making 


a good play; however, I differ 
on this point. I feel that it is 
the job of the backer-up to 
meet the runner on the line 
of scrimmage and in the hole 
through which he is advanc- 
ing, not to shoot through other 
gaps to throw the runner for 
a big loss. 


“‘My advice to backers-up is 
not to go through unless you 
are going through the hole at 

‘the point of attack. Also, meet 

the play on the line in the 
hole whether you tackle the 
runner or pile up the inter- 
ference. At this point the 
runner can not get clear by 
dodging to the right or left 
as he can if he gets a step or 
two past the line or possibly if 
he has not yet reached the 
line. When he is in the hole, 
he usually has no chance to 
change course... .” 


Snavely explained that on 
the off-tackle play described, 
Princeton’s center came 
through the hole inside tackle 
and might have thrown the 
runner for a loss except that 
Cornell’s outside tackle, Nick 
Drahos, All-America, remem- 
bered “the very important 
rule that the first responsibil- 
ity of the last line interferer 
is to take out any opponent 
who may penetrate our line.” 

Drahos, mopping up, glanced 
back, saw the eager Prince- 
ton center, wheeled and 
chopped him. down. The 
Cornell wingback hit the hole 
at full speed, picked up down- 
field blocking and went 55 
yards to score. 


Encore! Touchdown. 

HE next time Cornell got 
T the ball, Snavely related 

in his letter, the Big Red 
was backed to its 11-yard line. 
On an off-tackle play, this 
one to the strong side, the 
same Princeton  backer-up 
shot through the gap, but Cor- 
nell’s short side guard, inex- 
perienced Lou Conti, the last 
line interferer, blocked him 


and the ball-carrier sped 89 
yards for a touchdown.

The finding on origina] cost, 
fixed after more than three 
years of study by commission 
atcountants, is approximately 
$2,070,000 less than the account- 
ing contended for by counsel for 
Laclede in a commission hear- 
ing last Nov. 3. 

No Testimony by Laclede. 

No testimony was offered by 
Laclede at that hearing, and 
none was submitted by the city 
of St. Louis or St. Louis county. 
The only testimony was by com- 
mission accountants, who pre- 
sented their original cost fig- 
ures, now approved by the com- 
mission. 

The commission, in determin- 
ing a base for rate-making under 
its theory of original cost less 
depreciation, would deduct de- 
preciation reserves from orig- 
inal cost of the property, make 
allowances for materials and 
supplies and working capital, 
and include extensive property 
additions by Laclede from Sept. 
30, 1950 to the date adopted for 
the valuation. 

When the commission granted 
an emergency rate increase of 
$2,500,000 a year to Laclede last 
May, the commission did not 
fix a rate base for the company.

GAVE DATA 10 FBI 


Denied, Then Told of 
Spy Ring Still Is at 
Ft. Monmouth. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11 (AP) 
~-Senator McCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, said last night a mys- 
tery witness who reportedly con- 
fessed lying about an alleged 
spy ring at Fort Monmouth, 
N. J., has given “very valuable 
information” to the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation. 


McCarthy said the witness, 
who has never heen identified 
publicly, is still on the job at 
the Army’s radar center at Fort 
Monmouth. 

McCarthy made the statemént 
in commenting on a New York 
Post story which said the wit- 
ness hase been cleared and given 
back his job. The Post also de- 
elared the man, whom it identi- 
fied as an engineer, is again 
handling secret information at 
the fort 

“The story is false,” McCarthy 
asserted, “because the witness 
re. never removed from the

He said he wrote Secretary of 
the Army Robert Stevens that it 
would be “a mistake” to fire 
the man “as long as he was co- 
operating so fully.” 

No Secret Material.

McCarthy told reporters dur- 
ing a close-door hearing before 
his Senate investigations sub- 
committee last Oct, 16 that the 
mystery witness at first denied 
knowing anything about Com- 
munism or espionage at Fort 
Monmouth, but later broke down 
and “wanted to tell the truth.” 

At that time, McCarthy said 
the witness “talked about mem- 
bers of the Rosenberg spy ring 
and said he knew (Julius) Ro- 
senberg very well.” McCarthy 
said then that the man was a 

“most important” witness and 
asked reporters to keep his iden- 
tity secret to safeguard the man 
and his family. 

The Post sat “It now ap- 
pears the witness told nothing 
sensational because he had noth- 
ing sensational to tell.” 

Asked about the Post story, 
McCarthy said: 

“I don’t believe anyone con- 
tended it was sensational. The 
witness gave ug information that 
he had denied any knowledge of 
beforehand. He hag given very 
valuable information to the 
bureau (FBI). He has given us 
(the subcommittee) information 
of some value.”

ClO TEXTILE WORKERS AGREE 
TO NO-RAIDING PACT WITH AFL 


‘CLEVELAND, Nov. 11 (AP)— 
The powerful CIO Textile Work- 
ers Union announced yesterday 
it favors a proposed no-raiding 
pact with the AFL. This as- 
sured broad support for the 
measure at next week’s CIO 
convention here. 

Emil Rieve, president of the

Oysters Are 
Taste Treat 
In Season 

By Edith M. Barber 


HE return of fresh oysters 
T tc market each fall is her. 

alded by those who love 
them and by those who sell 
them! Perhaps one reason we 
appreciate oysters so much is 
that we don’t have them all year 
round, As one man commented 
to me, “There's nothing like an 
oyster stew on a chilly fall day.” 
Another expressed his prefer- 
ence for fried oysters. I had to 
make my contribution, and 
praised oysters in scalloped or 
creamed form. 

We agreed that perhaps later 
in the season, after really cold 
weather has arrived and the 
quality is at its best, we would 
vote for oysters on the half 
shell. - 

Whatever way you cook oys- 
ters, one point should be re- 
membered. They shouldn't be 
cooked long and, unless they're 
encased in bread crumbs, should 
be cooked over low heat. The 
oyster is tender and tempera- 
mental and must be handled 
gently. For stew or for cream- 
ing, oysters should be cooked 
only until the edges curl. 

As this shellfisn 1s rather ex- 
pensive, you may like to utilize 
its flavor in a sauce to serve 
with fish fillets or as one of the 
items of a fish platter. If you 
are as fond of oysters as I am, 
you will be overjoyed that—to 
quote the dealers—*“Oysters R in 
Season,” 


Fish Fillets With Oyster Sauce. 


Roll fish fillets in seasoned 
flour. Saute very lightly in small 
amount of fat until golden on 
both sides. Serve with oyster 
sauce. For oyster sauce, cut six 
to eight small oysters into small 
pieces. Add to one cup of me- 
dium cream sauce and cook over 
low heat two minutes. Add one 
tablespoon lemon juice gradu- 
ally. Add two tablespoons 
minced parsley and serve over 
hot fillets. 


Scalloped Oysters. 


One-half cup butter or mar- 
garine, four cups soft bread 
crumbs, one and one-fourth tea- 
spoons salt, one-eighth teaspoon 
pepper, one tablespoon lemon 
juice, 24 (one pint) oysters, one- 
half cup finely cut celery, or 
one-fourth cup minced parsley. 

Melt butter or margarine. Add 
crumbs, seasonings, and lemon 
juice, and mix well. Arrange 
drained oysters in alternate lay- 
ers with celery or parsley and 
crumbs in greased two-quart 
baking dish, using crumbs for 
the top layer. Bake in hot oven 
(450 degrees) 20 minutes. Yield: 
Six servings.

Going It Alone

HEN two middle-aged or elderly mates call it a day 
and then stubbornly pursue their lonely ways, they are 
making trouble for themselves. 

What are they angry about that can’t be patched up 

for the few remaining years of their lives? What, besides 
utter loneliness, can they look forward to? 
It would seem that, after many years of teamwork, 
nothing in the world, aside from actual physical injury, 
abuse, or intolerable habits could drive a wedge between 
them.

AS ONE HALF of a couple that split up just when it 
would seem they needed one another most, Mrs. D. has this 
story to tell: 

“My husband and I are in our middle fifties and have 
been separated (not divorced) for seven years. My daugh- 
ter has had to support me during these years. She is still 
with me, and a finer daughter no woman ever had. 

“Now, my husband wants to come to the coast and take 
up our married life again. He says we can put the pieces 
together if we really try, and he has for more than a year 
been urging are conciliation.

It's a Hard Life but a Good Living 


The Bruises Get Their Share of Bumps as Ice Comedy Team, but Customers Get the Laughs

VERY working day for the 
F past 15 years, more or 

Monty Stott has had a bucket 
of water in his face. He 
doesn’t mind a bit because it’s 
a comfortable living and he’s 
used to it. Besides, the water is 
warm., That is, it’s warm un 
the stagehands are in a gay mood 
and put ice water in the bucket. 
In that event, Monty catches 
cold, but his customers are in 
stitches because his face regis- 
ters the sort of shock that even 
the best actor can produce only 
when his features are unexpect- 
edly assailed by a flood of ice 
water. 

Monty is one of the three per- 
petrators of an act known as 
The Bruises, currently with the 
Hollywood Ice Revue at the 
Arena, and they not only throw 
buckets of water at each other; 
they also. blow each other up, 
break each others’ noses and per- 
form other services which attest 
to the durability of humans. 

They're not invincible, of 
course. Take the time when they 
did a bit with a two-man horse. 
Monty was the front of the horse. 
Partner Sid Spalding was the 
other half and Partner Geoffe 
Stevens was the trainer. The 
canvas horse had seen extensive 
duty and someone thought the 
time had come to make its inte- 
rior more habitable. The best 
technique, it was decided, would 
be to apply lavender water. This 
was done, but the sprinkling was 
so extensive that during the first 
lavender - flavored show Monty 
and Sid passed out’and had to be 
removed, horizontally, by ushers. 
And even this was not as bad as 
the time when a wag hid a sub- 
stantial piece of Limburger 
cheese in the horse’s head. 

Sometimes The Bruises can in- 
tercept extracurricular notions. 
One day not long ago the water 
bucket which they empty into 
the audience did not contain the 
usual popcorn but had indeed 
been filled with water. One of 
the boys luckily noticed it in 
time and skipped this feature. 

“When in doubt,” says Geoffe, 
“do a pratfall.”. But even this 
can be painful, no matter how 
often you've done it. Some weeks 
ago Geoffe took a shower in a 
hotel and happened to back into 
the radiator. For a long time, 
he was able to do pratfalls only 
on his right side. 

Ice comédians work with 
props that seem to invite minor 
disasters. The “bread and but- 
ter” act of The Bruises is a bit 
in which they play charwomen. 
The act was born on Christmas 
Eve, 1937, when the trio was do- 
ing an ice show in England

that featured barrel-jumping in 
monkey skins. A new act was in 
the making and on that fateful 
Christmas Eve the boys were in 
an empty arena which was be- 
ing cleaned up by three char- 
women, The boys watched the 
women and decided to send 
them a bottle of Yuletide cheer. 
Soon the women were putting on 
a show of their own. The boys 
watched and have never been 
unemployed since. 


And so it was that some years 
later, as was their custom, The 
Bruises were acting up as tipsy 
charwomen en the stage of a 
New York ice theater. Their 
mops were sturdy: durable hock- 
ey sticks with mops wired on the 
top. The wires had never given 
trouble. That night they did. 
A mop came loose, caught the 
conductor neatly on the fore- 
head and sailed drippingly into 
the audience. It was a huge suc- 
cess. The conductor vainly tried 
to wipe his glasses with his 
coattails. The orchestra was so 
doubled up with laughter that 
the music broke down. But the 
audience thought the whole 
thing was part of the show and 
laughed until its collective seams 
were well beyond the popping 
stage. 


The result was the same the 
time one of the boys knocked 
Monty's head off and sent it 
rolling across the ice. Or so it 
seemed to the customers. Actual- 
ly, it was only Monty’s wig that 
had been jiggled loose by dras- 
tic hammering by the mops. But 
the wig was a firm, round item, 
shaped like a football helmet 
and the picture of it rolling over 
the stage proved irresistible.

Some time ago, 
Geoffe, as usual, was circulat- 
ing in the audience looking for 
a balloon that wasn’t there. He 
was a somewhat frightening ap- 
parition and one of the young- 
sters he approached backed off 
at the sight.

Without a word, the youngster 
punehed him squarely in the 
nose. 

Some years before, this would 
have made Geoffe moan. Not so 
much because of the pain but 
because of its location. He used 
to have a rather prominent, bony 
nose with a break in it. Some- 
how, it drew trouble like a mag- 
net.

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


Refinishing Floors. 


S we have so often said, 

there is no point in refinish- 

ing a floor unless you first 
remove the old finish. The rea- 
son for all this is that when a 
floor needs refinishing it’s be- 
cause the old finish is shot. If 
you just apply shellac or varnish 
over the old, you won’t gain 
very much—if at all. 

If the finish is badly worn so 
that the wood has been damaged 
you'd better rent a sanding ma- 
chine but if you catch the floor 
in time, all you have to do is to 
remove the old finish and apply 
a fresh one. 

For floors finished with shel- 
lac the solvent you use to re- 
move the finish is denatured 
alcohol. Just brush the alcohol 
over the floor, give it a second 
or two to work and then wipe 
up the softened shellac with steel 
wool or a coarse cloth. Do only 
a small area at a time because 
alcohol evaporates very quickly 
and if you try to cover too great 
an area the alcohol will be gone 
before you get to that section. 

If the floor is finished with 
varnish you'll need a paint and 
varnish solvent. Be sure to use 
ong that is non-inflammable and 
keep it off the baseboard and 
trim. around doors. Give the 
solvent a few minutes to work 
and then strip off the varnish 
with a putty knife or with ex- 
celsior. 

After you’ve got all the old 
varnish off the floor, rinse it 
several times with water. The 
water will raise the wood grain 
slightly which means you'll have 
to give the wood a light sanding 
before the new’ finish is applied.

nose. All told, it was broken 16 
times until Geoffe took the ball 
by the nose and had his nose 
specially safety-fitted by a plas- 
tic surgeon. The surgeon re- 
moved most of the bones and 
left Geoffe’s nose small, pliable 
and ideal as a target for little 
boys. 

The Bruises began getting 
bruised in the mid-’thirties in 
England where all were living 
at the time, a circumstance that 
their present-day accents can’t 
deny. Sid, who is 39, and Geoffe, 
40, were born in England. Monty 
was born in India. Sid sold an- 
tiques. Geoffe wasa lifeguard at 
a beach. Monty was an elevator 
engineer. In their spare time, 
all played amateur hockey and 
after the games there were pub- 
lic skating sessions which the 
boys panicked by self-taught 
antics that delighted the crowd 
and caused the manager of the 
place to mumble that they ought 
to do something like that for a 
living. 

They did. In 1939, they came 
to the United States and have 
been here since. All are Amer- 
ican citizens, all were G.I.’s in 
the American Army and all mar- 
ried American girls, two of 
whom (the wives of Sid and 
Geoffe) were professional skat- 
ers. Their skating season runs 
around 30 weeks a year. The 
rest of the time. Geoffe lives in 
Beverly Hills, Calif., Sid in the 
San Fernando Valley, and Monty 
in Duncan, Okla, his wife's 
home town. 


Being an ice comedian is ex- 
traordinarily hard work. The 
boys perspire heavily. All take 
naps every afternoon when 
they’re working and they stick 
to foods with a high protein con- 
tent. Monty practices at least a 
full hour daily, just skating 
afound the theater rink, and 
does calisthenics before each 
show. Geoffe tries to walk a 
couple of miles each day. Sid 
has been getting his exercise 
lately by walking at night: back 
and forth across the hotel room 
with his 13-week-old baby. 


= * » 


UCH of their time off the 
M ice is taken up with the 

care and feeding of elabor- 
ate mechanical and electrical 
devices which are the inanimate 
supports of their act. There is, 
for example, the little house in 
which Monty gets blown up 
each night. It comes with a 
series of switches and fuses and 
a battery to set off four explo- 
sions. Everything must be main- 
tained so that there will not be 
too many recurrences of the oc- 
casion when powder spilled on 
the fuses, blew the house some- 
what too literally into the air 
and caused Monty, an old field 
artillery man of World War II, 
to emerge several shades paler 
in the face than usual. 

Then there is an intricate set 
of pulleys which travels along 
with the touring Bruises. This 
is the setup which, when prop- 
erly rigged, permits an effigy of 
Monty to be blown through the 
roof of the house and toward the 
ceiling, and then, after an ap- 
propriate breathless wait, ap- 
pears to drop back on the ice. 
The trick, of course, is that the 
effigy that comes down is not 
the same one that went up. In 
order to time the coming and 
going of these dummies, the 
boys personally designed a 
series of gimmicks which, they 
proudly proclaim, have not yet 
been successfully imitated. 

With the trio also goes a com- 
plete workshop, including an 
electric drill, a polisher and a 
riveting machine; a 12-horsepow- 
er motor with a reduction gear 
which permits a fur piece, tied 
to a nylon cord, to be yanked by 
an ostensibly magic power off the 
stage; and a 200-pound grinding 
machine which they have been 
lugging along ever since their 
days in England and which Ge- 
offe uses every 10 days or so to 
sharpen the skates of all the 


boys. 

Finally, they are equipped with 
a sewing machine which they 
use tg fix up thei. own costumes. 

Why don’t they draft the 
wives? 

“We're kind of particular about 
our costumes,” snaps Geoffe, 
with a wink. Which means that 
the boys would much rather re- 
sew, patch and repatch some 
well-loved ancient costume than 
to get a new one. After all, who 
ever heard of real show people 
that weren’t sentimental about 
something?

but was in no sense forcing. 
South, of course, had the mate- 
rial to accept the invitation, and 
the slam contract, though not 
ironclad, was relatively sound. 


West opened the spade nine. 
Declarei*von and counted tricks, 
In sight were three spades, five 
hearts, two diamonds and one 
club, all in top cards and the 
needed twelfth trick could cOme 
from an extra club trick or from 
capturing the diamond queen. 

On the obviously correct an- 
alysis that the diamond finesse 
could wait, declarer went to 
dummy with a heart and led a 
club toward his own hand. If 
West had taken the king with 
the ace, South would have been 
forced to the on-side diamond 
finesse—but West was made of 
sterner stuff. Feeling sure that 
declarer would not have led a 
club to the king so early in the 
play with only K-x-x in his hand, 
West, to lull South into a false 
sense of security, unhesitatingly 
played the club four.

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HE BIBLE states that Moses,
